"We enjoy the siililiiae iidvan.lages of 
e\eiil iially posiu;; as the attaekins parly: 
ami it remains to be seen how far the 
Hoers are lilted for the weari.somc role 
of passive defence, wliicli sooner or 
later will lie iinpnsed upon them. 

"The seivice revolver they have in 
many eases discarded for one of ten 
chambers, but I do not believe tliere 
wiil lie much liaud-lo-haml liL'htin;;, for 
Sir Itedvers Uiiller is well aware that in 
a meli'c the advaiita;;es of iron diseiiilim,' 
are lo a great extent lost.

The train ran back to Vryburg at full 
speed, the engine flying , a white Hag 
with a rod cross. Picks and shovels 
were lying about and the Boers bad been 
apparently disturbed while removing the 
rolls. 

It is learned that previous to the start- 
ing of the train MarMiogo telephoned' 
Vrybiir.;; asking that the train \w sent up, 
as all was iiiiite safe. The operat<ir al 
Vryburg recognized the voice as that of 
a ICiiroiieaii store clerk. 

Ill view of the suhseiiueiit re|iorl that
